Spltzbergen.—Flying 
over 
jagged 
ice-clad Arctic mountain crags In a 
seaplane with “ knocking” motor pro­ 
vides the thrill of thrills—it Is no 
sport for one with a weak heart. Such 
a trip was made by W. MIttelholzer, a 
Swiss aviator who has charge of the 
aviation expedition sent to Spitsbergen 
to co-operate with Amundsen in his 
attempt to 11y from Point Barrow to 
Spltzbergen. 
He took with him an 
all-metal Junker seaplane to relieve 
Amundsen should the latter be com­ 
pelled to land in the course of his long 
Right. 
Though 
Amundsen’s 
failure 
was known before MIttelholzer reached 
tvpitzheigen, he made use of his op- 
pottunity to make interesting aerial 
reconnaissances, which he describes in 
tiie Neue Zurcher Zeitung in an article 
translated in the Living Age as fol­ 
io w s:

Chydeuius range, which culminates in 
crystalline pinnacle of Newtontop at a 
height ot nearly 6,0<KJ feet, and thence 
across the 50 or 60 miles of mountain­ 
ous country to Hinlopen strait.

The great Ice fiord 
lay before us. On both sides vast gla­ 
ciers, framed in rugged cliffs, descend­ 
ed into the deep blue water. To the 
northward rose a sea of peaks and 
pinnacles, whose violet hues stood out 
with knile-like sharpness against the 
golden-yellow horizon. To the south­ 
ward one snowy dome 
followed an­ 
other under an azure 
blue 
Italian 
heaven, 
beyond 
which 
our 
guze 
seemed to lose itself in infinity. 
But what ailed our motor? When­ 
ever Neumann gave it more gas it 
would knock distressingly. 
I left it 
to Neumann to decide whether we 
should turn back, but 
lie 
motioned 
vigorously ahead, throttled down his 
motor as much as possible and trust­ 
ed to his “ flyer's luck” not to leave us 
in the lurch. 
T ake Pictu res o f Scen ery, 
We were only 5,000 feet above the 
I sea and Newtontop still towered above 
| us. 
When Neumann gave the motor 
| more gas to rise higher, it began to 
\ kn< 
again, so our o n l y recourse was 
| lo find a way through the mountain 
I passes, w here we were violently tossed 
| hither and thither by powerful wind 
| currents. We would glide above deep 
! abysses, skirt, glittering bluish-green 
’ ice precipices, and turn sharply this 
1 way and that in order to record on 
our films as much as possible of the 
glorious, 
awe-inspiring 
scenery 
on 
either hand. Neumann performed his 
1 task with coolness and courage. 
For nearly half an hour we threaded 
our way with many a twist and turn 
amid the highest peaks of Spitzbergen 
—In a seaplane! 
Leaving our lofty 
mountain companions we were soon 
speeding over a mighty glacier, where 
we could easily have made a landing 
almost anywhere. 


Pactolus. 
Pactolus was the ancient name of a 
small river In Lydia, Asia Minor, whose 
waters were said to flow over golden 
sands. 
In classic myth, Midas, king of 
Phrygia, foolishly besought Dionysus 
that all things he touched should bo 
changed 
to gold. 
His prayer 
was 
granted, hut 
us even the food 
he 
touched was transmuted into the pre­ 


cio u s metal, Midas implored the god to 
revoke the gift. 
He was therefore or­ 
dered to bathe in the River Pactolus 
which ever after flowed over golden 
sands. 
The gold found in the bed of 
this river was, in reality, from Mt. 
rI molus, and, according to tradition, 
was the principal source of wealth of 
the Lydian kings.

This 
fact has been established by extensive 
experiments conducted in New York 
and Vermont. During a 10-y ear period, 
at different experiment stations in New 
lork state, an average gain of CO bush­ 
els an acre was obtained. At the Ver­ 
mont station, during a 20-y ear period, 
which involved all possible seasonal 
variations, an average gain of 
lOo 
bushels an acre, or (>4 per cent over 
the unspray ed, resulted. 
In addition, records tak en from a 
business point of view on a series of 
experiments 
of

nine-y ear 
dura­ 
tion, conducted by farmers under th * 
direction of the New York state ex­ 
periment station, show large gains. 
I'he average cost of spray ing, includ­ 
ing materials, labor and wear and tear 
on machinery , was $4.74 an acre. I'he 
nine-y ear average increase in y ield 
due to spray ing was 36 bushels ai. 
j acre, mak ing a net profit of $14.43 an 
» ere. 
When these experiments were 
conducted the cost of materials was 
1 less than at the time the bulletin was 
written, but the increased product war­ 
rants an increased expenditure.

Thompson, poultry husbandman of the 
New Jersey experiment station, in a 
circular on "The Winter-Time Manage­ 
ment of the Lay ing Flock ,” 
Fright, hg goes on to say , is often 
fatal to ami alway s interferes with nor­ 
mal egg production. 
Hence the neces­ 
sity of having the poultry man move 
slowly tlirough the pens. 
Fresh air in tHe lay ing house at ali 
times is another essential to maximum 
egg production, according to Professor 
Thompson. The reasons for the neces­ 
sity of having fresh air are that the 
expiring breath of fowls is heavily 
laden with moisture, as it carries many 
liq uid waste products of the body 
processes, which in other animals arc 
-given off through the sweat glands and 
through the urinary sy stem. 
Moisture in the expiring breath of 
fowls, if not carried out of the house, 
saturates the atmosphere and creates 
,dampness q uick ly . The poisons in the 
expiring breath of fowls when rein- 
haied, cannot but deplete the vitality 
of the birds. 
Then, because there are usually a 
large number of fowls per unit of fioor 
space, all the air that can possibly be 
given should be furnished. 
Heavy dry mash consumption is one 
of the principal req uirements which 
the author mentions for a good supply 
of eggs in winter.

When Neumann gave tim motor 
more gas to rise higher, it began to 
hn< *k again, so our <>nly recourse was 
to find a way through the mountain 
passes, where we were violently tossed 
hither and thither by powerful wtud 
currents. We would glide above deep 
abysses, skirt, glittering bluish-green 
ice precipices, and turn sharply this 
way and that In order to record on 
our films as much as possible of the 
glorious,

either hand. Neumann performed his 
task with coolness and courage. 
For nearly half an hour we threaded 
our way with many a twist and turn 
amid the highest peak* of Spitzbergen
